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Report of School Board 


Yo the citizens of Newbury Town School District: 

In presenting our annual Report, your Committee, whom you 
elected to look after the welfare of your schools, while they may 
have fallen short of your expectations, have endeavored faithfully to 
discharge their many, and at times, difficult duties. It has been our 
aim to give all an equal chance for schooling. 

Fellow citizens, do you fully realize that a sp: cial responsibility. 
for the welfare of the rising generation rests un you? The mere fact 
of sending your children to school is not enough. Only two fathers 
who have children that have been scholars in.our schools, during the 
past year, have visited them. This is a farming town,—and how 
many of our farmers, think you, who have colts they wish to have 
trained, would place them with some horseman for four or five 
months. without once going to see them, and find ont just how he is 
succeeding in training them? Is the faithful and successful training 
of your children of less importance to you than that of your dumb 
beasts ? 

Fathers and mothers, visit your schools often, and learn by actual 
observation whether they are well managed, and whether your chil- 
dren are obedient, industrious, and respectful. Interview your 
teachers, and learn all about their conduct, in the school-room, and 
on the play-ground. 

The old cry of ‘poor schools” will still ring in our ears, unless 
you attend to these things. Is it creditable to you, or fair to the 
teacher and School Board, to say, ‘‘O, our schools don’t amount to 
much!” if you only furnish the raw material, and leave the teachers 
to fight it out as best they can? | 

The question of good schools seems to depend, not so much on 
school officials, as upon a more enlightened public sentiment, and 
we would echo the prayer of the good old lady, ‘‘O Lord, wilt thou 
make the indifferent different.”
